Pipes Afford Record of 
Indian, English Styles 


“A collection of rust-eaten retics of 


Capt. John Smith’s 1607 colony on 
Jamestown island, the first perma- 
nent English-speaking colony in the 
New World, is displayed by the 
Smithsonian institution. 

Among: :the. relies are tobacco 
pipes of the so-called “church dea- 
con” design with the small bowl 
almost continuous -with the stem,: 
like a cigar holder with the end 
tilted slightly upward, Some in the 
collection were clearly of Indian 
workmanship, while others had been 
made'in England, according to the 
Smithsonian’ Institution Bulletin.
